After several years of planning and raising funds, MCC set into motion the 
construction of a new women's dorm. The need for additional housing had 
been evident since 1990, when overflow in the dorms brought about the need 
to house students in other properties on campus. 

The dorm will be named Kenoyer Hall in recognition of alumni Ray and 
Dana Kenoyer, who were major contributors to the project. It will consist of 
nine suites, each having a living room, four bedrooms, and a large bath. In 
order to make room for the structure, additional parking, and the landscap- 
ing, three of the houses on campus are being moved or razed. 

The college will be its own general contractor, with Floyd Sack of 
Lakewood, Colorado, serving as construction manager. It is scheduled for 
completion by August 15, 1993.
